The Governor of California is not a czar, 
and he needs to learn the fact.

If there were a police court in Fresno 
•where justice ia metod out to the crim- 
inal element tbore would undoubtedly 
be more arrests.

The company, it was stated at 
the time, would endeavor to prove that 
the tig is a berry, from which the law 
allows brandy to be made. The ques- 
tion is of considerable importance to fig 
growers as well as to distillers and tho 
following, from

Francisco 


Chronicle, will bo read with interest by 


Tbefruit growers, cannera and pre- 


servers of this state are just now very 
much interested in proving that the fig 
is a berry. Upon the establishment of 
that proposition depends an industry 
which they think from experiments al- 
ready made will add a conaiderablo.per- 
centage to the profitableness of fig cul- 
ture, and in some years save the crop 
'from almost total loss. 
The commissioner of internal revenue 
tho final arbiter who la to determine 
is question, unless congressieappealed 
as a more potent authority.
